MEMORANDUM.

In lower court no. 90-005650-FH, defendant pleaded guilty to violating probation on his
underlying conviction of bresking and entering a building, MCL 750.110; MSA 28.305, and was
sentenced to five to ten years imprisonment. In lower court no. 90-005685- FH, he aso pleaded guilty
to violating probation on his underlying conviction of entering without bresking, MCL 750.111; MSA
28.306, and was sentenced to forty to sixty months imprisonment. He gppedls as of right. We affirm.
This case has been decided without oral argument pursuant to MCR 7.214(A).

Defendant has waived gppellate review of his daims that the trid court faled to advise him of
certain trid rights because he never moved to withdraw his pless on this ground bdow. MCR
6.311(C).

Defendant’s five- to tenyear sentence in lower court no. 90-005650-FH is proportionate to
the seriousness of the circumstances surrounding the offense and the offender. People v Milbourn, 435
